If a voter has lost the card, 
he may obtain a duplicate by 
requesting one at the county 
clerk's office. Miss Hotz said.

Claims Conflict 
Of Interest by 
City Treasurer 

A campaign based on "fact 
and the principal of honesty” 
was pledged today by Paul Si¬ 
mon, 4047 Stearns avenue, a 
write-in candidate for city 
treasurer, who also charged 
that his opponent, incumbent 
City Treasurer E. R. 1 “Pat” 
Rich, has become involved in a 
conflict of interest in his city 
position.

of the contract, work; business 
or sale is paid either] from the 
treasury or by any assessment 
levied by a statute! or ordi¬ 
nance ...” 

Simon said in a j prepared 
statement thSt “I have no ties 
or commitments to the 'business 
world’ nor to any political ma¬ 
chine. Therefore I pledge with 
all honesty that if I am elected 
I will not allow conflict of in¬ 
terest in any form t6 exist in 
the performance of my duties 
as treasurer.” 

At the same time Simon said 
he would work toward fair and 
impartial banking of ijity funds 
if elected treasurer, noting that 
“of the six banking qnd finan¬ 
cial instructions in Granite City, 
all city funds are deposited in 
only one particular bank. All 
six pay taxes yet only one bene-' 
fits from deposit of city funds.

The answer is obvious, and yet all of 
our recent presidents have overruled their ad¬ 
visors upon encountering public adulation. No 
matter how well fortified their ego may be, 
the temptation to make physical as well as visual 
and audible contact has been irresistible. 

Maybe there should be a clearer law, speci¬ 
fying that even a president is out-racked in cer¬ 
tain situations. It is his own life that he is en¬ 
dangering, true, but hundreds of millions of 
people also have a stake in it.

John W. McCarter jr., new Illinois finance 
director, deserves applause for his awareness 
of the custom and for his prompt action to avoid 
it this year. As he says, ‘The perilous cash con¬ 
dition of the state, and g<^od management, 
demand that we end this practice. 

The unexpended funds can be put to good 
use by substituting them for taxes that other¬ 
wise would- have to be collected in the future— 
which would seem to be good politics as well as 
good management.
